Ing. The task was a big one. There 
wore 88 districts and each return re- 
quired the clerks to put down 331 sets 
or about 60(1 Jgurus. 


The task was greatly lengthened by 


the unusillly large number of electoral 
tickets in the field and the tart that 
the vote gotten for each candidate 
for elector had to be put down. To 
make it more complicated a nu nbcr 
of the candidates weie 011 se\eial tic- 
kets.

Perhaps the most striking events hi 


the artistic history of Prance have 
been the first performances of some 
!of the great French plays. In a few 
[cases also these occasions hive mark- 
ed the beginning" of new epochs In the 
[social history of the country, so close 
lie the connection between the social 
'development of the people and 4t» ex- 
pression on the stage. Unless I em 
mistaken, there have been but sir on- 
forgettable first nights since theater* 
[were established In Paris, 


I The first occurred In 163T, when Oor- 
inellle'a "Cld" took the capital by storm, 
j Forty years later Racine's "Androm- 
ache" created a similar sensation. 
!On the eve of the revolution, hi 1784, 
Beaumarchals' "Marriage of Figaro" 
was received with such delirious en- 
thusiasm that three people were sti- 
fled In the rush for seats. In 1830 
Victor Hugo, In spite of the determin- 
ed opposition of a large body of reac- 
itlonarles, set all Paris In an uproar 
{with his "Hernal."

least have no superiors In the history 
of French literature.

Horaeshoes In Turkey. 


In many parts of Turkey horseshoe* 


•re simply a flat plate of Iron with a 
hole in the middle. An extraordinary 
method still obtains in portions of tbe 
Ottoman empire of shoeing the horse. 


The farrier doubles a long rope and 


knots a loop at the end to about the 
•he of a large horse collar. This Is 
put over tbe horse's bead after the 
manner of a horse collar, and the 
knot rests on the horse's chest. The 
next step is to bring tbe two ends of 
the rcpe between the animal's legs. 
Bach rope then, taken by a man, is 
hitched on tbe fetlocks of the horse's 
legs and brought through the loop In 
front 
Then by a hard, steady pull 


the hind legs are drawn up to the fore- 
legs, and the horse falls heavily on Its 
side. All four feet are now tied to 
gether by the fetlocks, the horse Is 
propped up on his back, and the farrier 
sits quietly down beside him, takes off 
the old shoes and puts on the new.— 
New York Herald. 


The Pagoda on the Balanced Rock. 
One of the curious sights of Burma 


Is a huge bowlder on Kelasa heights 
that rests lu delicate poise on the very 
brink of a rounded cliff.
